LONDON, April 23 (AP)—A 
28-year-old brunette claims an 
eccentric inventor held her cap- 
tive for 105 days in a dugout 
beneath the back garden of his 
suburban home. 

Police removed Marjorie 
Jordan from the underground 
den yesterday after a neighbor 
found a penciled note asking 
for help. 

Her captor, John Bridal, 26, 
told reporters: 

“She was not brought here 
under force, but she needed 
some persuading. She was not 
enthusiastic but agreed to help 
me with my experiments. I did 
not keep her against her will, 


however, Miss Jordan declared 
Bridal, a complete stranger, kid 
naped her from her bedroom in 
a lodging house two milés from 
his home the night of Jan. 7. 


‘She said he taped her mouth, 
put her on the rear seat of his 
motorcycle and took her to the 
underground room. Reached by 
a shaft made from a large pipe, 
the room was 10 feet long, 4 
feet wide and 7 feet high. The 
shaft exit was secured by a 
screw-down cover of the man- 
hole type. 

“He said, ‘I need an assistant 
for some experiments I am go- 
ing to make on metal work and 
machinery,” Miss Jordan re- 
ported.

MOSCOW, April 23 ‘AP) — 
Premier Bulganin told France 
last September it would play 
into the hands of the United 
States if it attempted to settle 
the Suez canal dispute by force. 

The Soviet Premier’s warning 
came in a letter sent to French 
Premier Mollet on Sept. 11 pre- 


ceding the British-French mili- | 


tary intervention in Egypt last 
November. 

Bulganin issued other warn 
ings to Sir Anthony Eden, then 
British Prime Minister. The 
Bulganin letter along with an- 
swers from Eden and Mollet 
were published today in the 
Soviet press. 

Bulganin told Mollet the So- 
viet Union had no prior warn- 
ings from Egyptian President 
Nasser before Egypt national- 
ized the Suez canal July 26. 

The Soviet Premier took ex- 
ception to statements by French 
Foreign Minister Christian 
Pineau that “the Russians are 
inciting the Egyptians.” 

Mollet, in answer, told Bul- 
ganin France was seeking a 
peaceful solution to the Suez 
issue but was determined that 
users’ rights be protected by a 
system of international control 
of the canal. 

In his correspondence with 
Eden, Bulganin claimed France 
was “trying to involve Britain” 
in military adventures in the 
Suez carfal in order to ease 
France’s position in Algeria. 

This point was not mentioned 
in Bulganin’s letter to Mollet. 
Instead, the warning was de- 
figned to throw suspicion on

headquarters in the basement 
of the old Antlers Hotel.

Since Secretary of State Dulles inserted no 
surprises in his first major address in many 
months, the question may be asked why he 
made the widely reported talk at this time. 

The answer very possibly lies with those ele- 
ments of Congress critical of foreign aid in gen- 
eral and of Mr. Dulles in particular. 

Speaking at the amnual Associated Press 
luncheon in New York, the Secretary of State 
attempted to satisfy his critics with a restate- 
ment of the principles of the nation’s foreign 
policy. He also defended his administration of 
it, with particular reference to the cases of Hun- 
gary and Egypt. 

Secretary Dulles, for example, still holds to 
his slogan of “liberation of the captive nations,” 
but he now explains that “we do not ourselves 
incite violent revolt; rather we encourage an 
evolution of freedom.” 

As to the Middle East, Mr. Dulles spoke of 
our reliance on the United Nations as “no abdi- 
cation” but the “exercise of foreign policy.” The 
unresolved problem is whether Washington will 
display as much leadership in getting Egypt to 
agree to a settlement as in getting Britain and 
Israel out of Egypt.

But the main point of the Secretary of State's 
address did not deal with a crisis overseas; it 
dealt with a crisis in Congress. Secretary Dul- 
les said that any drastic reduction of foreign 
aid, for economy reasons, would only compel 
the United States to spend more money on ‘its 
own military budget, This, Secretary Dulles 
added, is the opinion of the President and his 
military advisers. 

Unfortunately this is not the considered opin- 
ion of the Administration's own congressional 
leaders. Mr. Eisenhower had no sooner asked 
for four billions in foreign aid than Senator 
Knowland of California, the Senate Republican 
leader, spoke of cutting it a billion dollars. 
Other Republicans joined him. 

Yet, granting that the United States must 
maintain the free world’s military power against 
imperialistic Communism, the mathematics of 
the foreign aid program show that the Presi- 
dent and his Secretary of State are dead right. 

About four fifths of the present aid money is 
devoted to military purposes. Two recent inde- 
pendent studies of the program have suggested 
greater emphasis on economic aid, but in any 
case the purpose is to strengthen our allies and 
neutral nations. And if we do not strengthen 
them, if we do not build their defenses, the 
balance of power facing the Communist nations 
could only be upheld by spending more money 
on United States defenses.

There would not be, Secretary Dulles noted, 
much real economy in cutting foreign aid. And 
it seems improbable that even the Knowland- 
Bridges wing of the G.O.P. would seek to fall 
back on the prewar isolationist concept of For 

tress America in this jet-propelled age. But 
wrong though they may be, the foes of foreign 
aid in both parties are strong enough to oblige 
Mr. Dulles to defend himself and his program. 

The fact is that the foreign aid program is in 
trouble, and Secretary Dulles’s relations with 
Congress are hardly such as to enable him to 
get it out of trouble. The Predient alone 
could do that. Mr. Eisenhower has yet to put 
the power and prestige of his office and party 
leadership squarely into the struggle to rescue 
foreign aid. 

Secretary Dulles has made a beginning. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower should take it from there. 
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Part-Time Is Second Best 

Dr. Cyril Costello to the contrary, the. prin- 
ciple of part-time employment of medical direc- 
tors at the city’s hospitals is likely to strike 
most disinterested observers as an error to be 
avoided if at all possibile. , 

Dr. Costello is chief of staff and director of 
training at City Hospital. Because of the $10,000 
salary limitation in the present City Charter, 
Dr. Costello can afford to deyote only part of 
his time to the job. 

Dr. Costello holds that if the hospital’s Chief 
of Staff were full-time he would have no oppor- 
tunity for private practice and gradually be- 
come “purely an administrator disqualified for 
the position.” But a Chief of Staff responsible 
for professional standards in the care of patients 
and for the teaching program, as is the City 
Hospital Chief, surely must be more than an oc- 
casional visitor to the hospital. A part-time 
Chief is acceptable only if you can’t hire a full- 
time man. 

The proposed new Chartef does away with the 
salary ceiling. The City Administration believes 
this will permit the hiring of top-fight medical 
adminstrative personnel willing to serve on a 
full-time basis; and that this in turn will help 
solve some of the hospital problems with which 
the city has been beset. 

It is still true, of course, that budget is the 
principal cause of city hospital difficulties. But 
administrative and organizational shortcomings 
have been cited by the independent Bradley 
Committee. .The new Charter will eliminate 
the major organizational weakness by making 
the Hospital Commissioner a member of: the 
Mayor’s cabinet, not several echelons removed 
as at present. That change plus the elimination 
of the. salary ceiling certainly ought to pave the 
way for administrative improvements as well.

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Safety Must Come First . 

The operators of about 50° Missouri nufsing 
homes already have told state inspectors that 
they are unable to meet the requirements of the 
Spradling law, passed after the Feb. 17 tragedy 
in Warrenton. There are about 700 nursing 
homes in the state and the inspection has not 
yet been completed. But the number of sub 
standard operation@ already is large enough to 
cause concern. 

Happily, it has been found that conditions in 
general are not as bad as they were believed to 
be. The inspectors, however, have been concen- 
trating on fire precautions. When general liv- 
ing conditions are examined, more of these es- 
tablishments may be found less than satisfactory, 

It will be easy to cancel licenses; and the au¢ 
thorities certainly should be very cautious about 
tolerating operations which do not meet mini- 
mum standards, Closing a hazardous home, even 
if this involves difficulties for its occupants, is 
better than exposing old people to continual risk. 
If the number of such places proves to be rela- 
tively small, it should not be impossibly difficult 
to “take up the slack.” On the other hand, if a 
large number of persons are involved, the Leg- 
islature will have to take up the problem again. 

As expected, the reasons given for {inability 
to comply with the new law were, in most cases, 
economic. This is understandable. Costs are 
high and some of the people living in these 
homes can afford to pay relatively little—some- 
times no more than their pension or Social Se- 
curity payments. And too often their relatives 
are unable to help them. So some form of pub- 
lic assistance to qualifying homes may have to 
be considered. 

It is encouraging that several municipalities 
and civic groups have asked the Health Division 
for advice on the establishment of suitable 
homes for the aged. This indicates a genuine 
feeling of responsibility. But long experience 
with municipal budgetary problems does not 
raise much hope that very many communities 
suddenly will build institutions. ‘Perhaps more 
may be accomplished through grants or loans 
on easy terms to existing homes to enable them 
to overcome specific shortcomings. Such possi- 
bilities will have to be considered when the in- 
spection is finished and the shortcomings are 
definitely known. 

One thing is certain: there must be no slip- 
ping back into the old pattern as memories of 
the Warrenton fire grow dim. That has hap- 
pened before; it must not happen again. There 
must be realistic recognition of the economic 
problem involved. This must be solved, but 
not by relaxing the standards of safety and 
decent care. 
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Anybody Want a. Tank? 
For years the artillery decorating courthouse 
lawns has been.a sight for puzzled eyes. Where 
did all those cannon come from? The mystery 


. is solved by the Army’s announcement that it is 


willing to supply 36-ton Sherman tanks to vet- 
erans’ organizations for lawn ornaments, while 
the supply lasts (and the lawns and the veter- 
ans hold out). 

In any case, it is apparent that the Army has 
for years been turning out lawn ornaments. 
Those Revolutionary War smooth-bores in a 
Massachusetts courthouse square, those Civil 
War Gatlings in Indiana, those French 75s of 
World War I in Kansas—the dates of the dec- 
orations seem to progress westward, like 
Greeley’s young men. 

Such a geographical distribution of militant 
ornamentation omits, of course, the South, 
where the statuary Confederate soldier is sur- 
rounded by weapons allegedly captured any- 
where from Chancellorsville to Brices Cross 
Roads. Most courthouse lawns Down South 
have little room for further ornaments. But 
then, what would the South possibly want with 
tanks named Sherman? 
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Six for 96 Plus? 


Supervisor Matthews’s proposal for six gov- 
erning - districts in St. Louis county deserves 
wide circulation ‘and study. Like his. earlier 
suggestion for a single county school district, 
this idea is based on the sound principle that 
governmental consolidation in the county is 
necessary for efficiency and economy. The need 
is growing more acute by the day. 

Whether six governing districts represent 
the optimum number is a question, but surely 
the Supervisor is on sound ground in moving 
away from the 90-odd that exist today. Is it 
possible to move all the way, as the Supervisor 
suggests with schools? If the principle of muni- 
cipal consolidation is carried to its logical end, 
all of St. Louis county would form a single mu- 
nicipal entity. It would include each of the 
existing cities and towns, the various and sun- 
dry water, sewer, fite, library and other special 
service districts, as well as the county’s unin- 
corporated areas and the county layer of gov- 
ernment itself. 

On the basis of population such a city would 
be the second largest in Missouri. On the 
basis of area it would be ‘first in the state and 
one of the largest in the nation. This might 
tend to make it administratively unwieldy, which 
was one of the objections to a county-wide school 
district. But if the county is broken up into 
two or more municipalities the advantage of 
eliminating the county layer of government 
goes out the window. 

One thing is certain. If first-class municipal 
service is ever demanded by the citizens of the 
county as it stands today, or of a single-city 
county or even of Mr. Matthews’s six cities, a 
substantial expansion of the county tax base is 
indicated. This means an effort to attract com- 
merce and industry, and perforce a radical 
change in the thinking of those who believe the 
county towns exist to keep out industry. A 
meager tax base provides for meager service. 

Municipal and school consolidation in the 
county are among the problems being exam- 
ined in detail by political scientists of the 
independent Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. 
This is the comprehensive study of local gov- 
ernment in the whole area under the aus- 
pices of Washington and St. Louis universities. 
The Survey’s final report, with concrete recOm- 
mendations, is scheduled for publication in July. 
Until then, Supervisor Matthews’s ideas on gov- 
ernmental consolidation within the county offer 
a fruitful area of discussion.

In a progressive, dynamic country in 
which education is improving, science 
and technolegy advancing, production 
growing, income rising and population 
increasing, it is inevitable that nearly 
all government activities will expand. 

Policing and regulating activities 
will grow partly because there are 
more and more kinds of activities and 
organizations that require policing and 
regulating, and partly because the 
growth of science and other technology 
is showing the need 
for more rules and 
providing the tests 
required in formu- 
lating and adminis- 
tering rules. 


As industry and 
population grow 
and per capita in- 
comes rise, the task 
of administering 
our domain will be- 
come bigger. We 
can’t add 2,000,000 
or more cars and 
300,000 to 500,000 
more trucks and 
busses a year on 
our roads without steadily improving 
and extending those roads and provid: 
ing much larger parking areas. And if 
Americans are going to continue to take 
to the air in rapidly increasing nun 
bers, the Government must provide 
more and better airfields, traffic con- 
trols, and better provision for safety. 


As Work Week Becomes Shorter 


The work week will gradually be- 
come shorter, and the habit of taking 
vacations is bound to grow as per capi- 
ta incomes rise. And yet the recreation 
areas of the country are overtaxed, 


As per capita incomes rise, the de- 
mand for schooling, especially schooling 
beyond the elemen and high school 
level, will grow. Govérnment-supported 
schools must be expected to- meet a 
large part of this need. 


People have abandoned forever the 
fatalistic notions that they must accept 
whatever ups and downs of business 
and whatever growth the fates decree. 
Spreading realization of the fact will 
subject the policymakers beth in busi- 
ness and in government td gstronger 
and stronger demands that.fhey find 
ways of keeping the economy stable 
and the rate of growth adequate. 


Will the growing activities of the 
Government make people more and 
more inclined to take its orders? 


The fact that more and more im . 
ant decisions will be made by people in 
government service wilk not undermine 
our liberties because the decisions of 
government bodies or officials will re- 
flect the preferences of the public. Per- 
haps I should say that they will be de- 
cisions which are compromises between 
various conflicting interests in the com- 
munity. The reason that I make this 
remark so dogmatically is that the _ 
ple in government are not our lea \ 


Public Opinion in the Lead

of Government officials is to convert

the ideas which appear to command > 


considerable popular support into po- 
litically acceptable public policies. 

A government which operates in this 
way may have various faults. One fault 
such a government does not have—it is 
not a threat to the people’s liberties. 

Will the ever-growing demands that 
the community is making on ‘the Gov- 
ernment wreck the country? Shall we 
ruin ourselves by attempting to do too 
much too soon? Can we afford simul- 
taneously to support a huge armament 
program, to provide a fairly high mini- 
mum of economic security, to provide 
substantial free services in the form 
of tuition-free education, to support the 


markets for many farm products, and 


to spend substantial amounts on high- 
ways and developing natural resources? 

Secretary Humphrey recently said: 
“We are just taking too much money 
out of the economy that you need to 
make jobs that you have to have as 
time goes on.” Mr. Humphrey added 
that if we don’t reduce expenditures, 
“I will predict that you will have a 
depression that will curl your hair.” 

The facts do not support Mr. Humph- 
rey’s view that the Government js pre- 
venting industry from building plants 
fast enough to provide the growing la- 
bor force with jobs. Today plant and 
equipment expenditures are at record- 
breaking highs—in terms of constant 
purchasing power, one-third higher than 
in 1947, and 22 per cent higher than in 
1950. Jobs are being made fast enough 
to keep unemployment low. 


Facts and Mr. Humphrey’s View 


But let us concentrate on the crucial 
question which is: “Are we perhaps at- 
tempting to do too much and, if we are, 
what signs would tell as that we are 
attempting too much?”

Between Book Ends 
The Voiceless Land 


BOXCAR IN THE SAND, by Laurence 
Hewes. (Knopf, 262 pgs., $4.75.) 


Recently a committee of employers 
of migrant farm labor, backed by the 
generally reactionary American Farm 
Bureau Federation which represents 
big agriculture, made an interesting 
proposal. They recommended doing 
away with the already miserably inade- 
quate federal protection for this ex- 
ploited class of workers. Specifically, 
they asked that employers be allowed 
to haul workers in trucks where they 
must stand packed like cattle instead 
of having board seats and to house 
workers in buildings with beds having 
no springs. 


This brings to full circle the story of 
“Boxcar in the Sand,” the autobiog- 
raphy of a diréctor and administrator 
of the program, set up after the 1936 
elections, which brought a semblance 
of order and decency into the employ- 
ment of migratory labor in the cotton, 
fruit and vegetable 
industry of the Far 
West. 

Toward the end 
of his book, writ- 
ten in 1956, he 
says: “Last winter 
in the cotton sec- 
tion of the San 
Joaquin, when I 
saw the wretched 
squalor and disre- 
pair of one of our 
old migrant camps 
I was sorry we had 
ever built them. 
Two weeks ago an 
overloaded truck 
turned over. It was hauling Mexican 
beetfield workers from Texas to Wy- 
oming: The highway was a shambles 
of bloody broken bodies... and no- 
body really cared. 

“If you ask a health officer in Weld 
County, Colorado: ‘What is your most 
prevalent disease?’ the answer will be 
prompt: ‘That’s easy, infant diarrhea 
among Mexican field workers’ children. 
They die like flies when it starts and 
we have it every summer.’” — 

Despite his doubts as to the direction 
in which America is traveling, Hewes 
has written a warm and human auto- 
biography of an average man of good 
will. It is the story of a government 
worker, with the Reclamation Service 
today, who has held a number of jobs 
dealing with land and people. And it 
is something more: It is the story of 
an era and of the “voiceless land and 
voiceless little people” of America and 
of some of the government workers who 
roof tried through the years to help

However, I often found myself wish- 
ing as I read that Hewes and his co- 
workers co have had more training 
in the natural sciences, ecology espe- 
cially, since man’s impact on land has 
more than immediate social and eco- 
nomic implications. It is as important 
to know what certain kinds of farming 
do to land as it is, in hard times, to 
bail out farmers. 

It is time to weigh the cost of agri- 
cultural expansion against exploitation 
of forests, watersheds and farm lands, 
as well as human beings.

‘Point System’ 

Vetoed by Writers. 
SUGGESTED “point sys- 
tem” to aid in the selec- 
tion of the “Bowler of 

' the Year” was voted down 
| again at the convention of 
the Bowling Writers Associa- 
tion at Fort: Worth recently. 
The idea in such a system 
was to give the writers a 
means of determining which 
bowlers had been’ the most 
consistently effective under 
major tournament pressure. 


Many of the youngér mem- 
bers of the organization felt 
that there is too consistent 
a tie-up between the winner 
of the national individual 
match game championship 
and the bowler-of-the-year 
award. Season after season, 
for more than a decade, the 
two titles have been synony- 
mous. It seemed to some that 
only a type of point system, 
wherein a bowler would re- 
ceive a proportionate amount 
of credit for doing well in 
other nationally recognized 
tournamegts as well as the 
All-Star, Would change this 
routine. 


But the majority didn’t ap- 
prove the idea. It was felt 
that the bowler of the year 
would tend to be determined 
autorhatically and that the 
writers who do the electing 
would be deprived of their 
freedom of choice. So some- 
time next summer the ballots 
will be distributed to the 150- 
odd members of the B.W.A. 
and the last week of August 
the news services will carry 
the results of the voting. 


Chances are, the All-Star 
winner, Don Carter, will 
again be honored. He was 
named the bowler of the year 
twice before, the same sea- 
sons he won the big tourna- 
ment in Chicago. 

We'd be inclined to agree. 
No tenpinner has performed 
consistently enough in other 
tournaments to overshadow 
Carter’s victory in the 100- 
game grind that is considered 
bowling’s world series. Don 
might have been beaten out 
this time, because it was his 
only major triumph, but the 
titles were pretty well dis- 
tributed during the past sea- 
son. 


Dick Weber, Don’s Bud- 
weiser teammate, is a strong 
candidate. He was a close sec- 
ond in the All-Star, lost by 
just one pin in the South- 
ern match-game champion- 
ships, was third with partner 
Ray Bluth in the national 
doubles, will probably be 
third in the A.B.C. all-events 
and he finished fifth in the 
Masters Tournament. Just 
one first in these events 
would have increased his 
chances greatly.

Knee-Deep in Humor.

amalgam tamping compound. 

Morton Corn, an engineer for 
the United States Public Health 
Service, read a paper by Nor- 
man E. Schell and August T.

New instruments had to be 
developed for the two-year 
Kentucky survey, which began 
Jan. 1, 1956.

Lloyd is the second British 
Foreign Secretary to sue for 
divorce. In 1950 Anthony Eden 
divorced Beatrice Eden, who 
said she was “not cut out to be 
a foreign minister’s wife.”

RUSSIA ASSAILS

ventures.” . 

The Soviet government news- 
paper assailed the mission of 
President Eisenhower's special 
ambassador, James P. Richards, 
who is touring the Middle East 
to explain the American anti- 
Communist program of econom- 
ic and military aid. 


The article, broadcast by Mos- 
cow radio in English, reflected 
growing Kremlin concern at the 
success of the Richards mission. 


Izvestia said the envoy’s tour 
“has the object of forcing upon 
the Middle Eastern countries a 
policy contrary to their national 
interests and fraught with grave 
complications.” 

“This being so,” the paper 
continued, “further progress to- 
ward peace in that area will 
depend largely on what the gov- 
ernments and public opinion of 
the Middle Eastern countries 
can do to counteract the ma- 
neuvers from without which are 
aimed at drawing them into 
dangerous military adventures 
against peace-loving. nations. 


CHILEAN CABINET 
DISSOLVED IN FIGHT 
ON PRINTING PLANT 


SANTIAGO, Chile, April 23 
(AP)—President Carlos Ibanez 
|has dissolved his current cabi- 
'net—the eighteenth since he 
took office four years ago—in a 
fight over the arrest of four 
lawyers defending a publishing 
company against subversion 
charges. 

The Horizonte plant was shut 
down earlier this month after 
one of its papers criticized the 
government in connection with 
riots over living costs. Later 
mobs wrecked the plant. Iba- 
nez’s opponents in Congress and 
some eyewitnesses said secret 
police moved in during the 
flurry and poured hot lead over 
the Horizonte presses. 

Roberto Infante, acting In- 
terior Minister in charge of na- 
tional police, accused Interior 
Subsecretary Carlos Ferrer of 
tricking him into signing de- 
crees for arrest of the lawyers. 
Ferrer, called pro-fascist by his 
foes, called Infante a liar. 

The retiring. cabinet was 
made up mainly of technical 
experts, military men and per- 
sonal friends of the President.

_ Hollywood's Charm | 
| Is Hard to Cope With |

3 NEW YORK, April 23. 
4 T'S nice to be home. I have been, to Hollywood 
j many times and I have enjoyed all my visits there. 
Show people I find terribly stimulating but also 
exhausting. There is a desire in show people to be 
liked, to be appreci- 
ated, to be witty, to 
be charming, that is 
almost too much for 
the ordinary mortal 
to cope with. e 
There should, I & 
think, be legal lim- fi 
itations to charm. So 
much and no more. 
After a point, it gets 
a little wearing. I 
suppose, though, that 
is why show people 
are in show business 
—because they can 
fill a stage or a 
screen with a charm 
that can be felt in 
the fourteenth row. 
However, when you 
get it at close range 
in a living room — 
especially when you 
get five or six of these charm boys and charm girls 
| in the same living room—the radiation gets a little 
» too intense. The average guy ought to wear a lead- 
lined vest. 
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I FIND, TOO, fhat after I have been in Hollywood 
a couple of days I am acting like everyone else— 
straining much too hard to be funny or to make a 
point or to be understood. I bring this all up because 
it has an important bearing on what comes out of 
Hollywood. Somewhere the sense of dimension is 
lost out there, the scale of lite gets terribly out of 
perspective and this is reflected in the pictures and 
the television shows. I think of Hollywood as the 
place that prdtuces something like “The Ten Com- 
mandments” (though I know that was shot some- 
where else but it is typical) and New York as produc- 
ing ‘‘Marty” which is the love story of a Bronx butch- 
er. I can’t quite imagine “Marty” being written in 
Hollywood, although I can imagine them filming it 
after it has been written somewhere else. In asking 
people about what is forthcoming on television, I 
, encountered one phrase that is a little frightening 
called “feature picture quality.” Films shot for TV 
dramas next season are all going to strive for feature 
picture quality.

THAT MEANS that TV films will try to compete on 
equal terms technically with films shot for theaters 
and, while this is an admirable aim, it can be very 
hurtful to a picture. Let us say you are filming a 
child kissing his mother, This is a simple meaning- 
ful act but somehow when you get the technicians 
swarming over the scene, getting the lights just 
right, and the audio people adjusting their micro- 
phones to just the proper level, and the cameramen 
trotting about with their light meters, somewhere 
the importance of the child's kiss is mislaid. 

It may sound ridiculous but people in Hollywood 
actually forget what they're shooting in their anxiety 
to get it right. It is not a qghild kissing his mother; 
it is a simple design in black and white that must 
> be perfectly framed and perfectly lit and perfectly 
: scored. And the directors and producers and tech- 
niclans and even the actors forget that we people at 3 
home are solely concerned with whether the child = 
> loves his mother—not with whether the lighting man 
tf gets an Emmy for his work on that picture.

~ more. You ask an actor how his show is coming and

Easy Cheese 
Rabbit Is 
Supper Treat

VERY once in a while a com- 

ment such as this will be 

heard: “I love cheese, but 
it’s not what It used to be. It 
doesn’t seem to have the fiavor 
of the old-fashioned ‘store 
cheese’ I remember from my 
childhood.” 

Just because much of the 
Cheddar cheese is rindless and 
packaged does not mean it lacks 
flavor. If you ask for sharp, 
aged cheese, it will probably 
suit your taste. Jt comes in all 
sorts of shapes, including the 
slices that are so convenient 
for sandwiches. 

It is still customary to offer 
cheese with apple pie, an old 
American custom. The largest 
use of Cheddar, however, if we 
except sandwiches, is as an 
ingredient in luncheon or sup- 
per, dishes. We often combine 
it with macaroni, noodles or 
rice. A quickly prepared and 
popular cheese dish is a rabbit. 
A souffle takes longer to pre- 
pare and bake, but remains our 
favorite. 

Cheese-Rice Ring. 

One-fourth cup butter or mar- 
garine; one and three-fourths 
cups scalded milk; one cup soft 
bread crumbs; two cups cooked 
rice; one teaspoon salt; three 
cups (three-quarter pound) grat- 
ed sharp Cheddar cheese; three 
eggs, well beaten; one teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce; one tea- 
spoon chopped onion. 

Add butter or margarine to 
scalded milk and pour over soft 
bread crumbs in mixing bowl. 
Add cooked ri¢e, onion, salt, 
cheese, eggs and Worcestershire 
sauce. Mix thoroughly and pour 
into well-buttered ring mold. 
Set in pan of hot water and 
bake in 375 degrees F. oven 
55 to 60 minutes, until delicately 
browned. Unmold cheese-rice 
ring on large chop plate and 
fill center with buttered peas. 
Garnish with tomato wedges 
and parsley. Yield: 6 to, 8 
servings.

Fix It Yourself

Chalking Paint. 


AYBE you never realized 
Mi before but good quality 
outside house paint is self- 
cleaning. This cleaning process 
is accomplished by the paint 
chalking and here is how it 
works: After the paint has been 
exposed to the sun and weather 
for a year or so, the oils in the 
very top surface dry up leaving 
a thin film of powder. When it 
rains the rain washes off this 
powder exposing a fresh clean 
layer of paint. If paint didn’t 
chalk—that’s the official name 
for this process—it would look 
pretty dirty after a few years 
exposure to dirt and dust. 
Chalking is also important in 
that it reduces the thickness of 
the paint film so that when the 
time comes to repaint, there is 
a good surface for the new paint 
to be-applied over and you don't 
build up too thick a coating of 
paint. When you get too many 
thick layers of paint on a sur- 
face there is a tendency for the 
paint to come loose just because 
it weighs too much. 
You should expect a good 


quality paint to begin to chalk 
a year or so after it is applied. 
If it starts to chalk in a matter 
of months after it was applied 
there is something wrong either 
with the paint or the manner in 
which it was applied. 

A good quality house paint 
will last from four to five years 
and more under certain condi- 
tions. If there is normal chalk- 
ing you simply can brush the 
surface down and then apply 
the fresh coat of paint. It’s easy 
to tell if paint is or is not chalk- 
ing. Rub your finger over it— 
if a powder comes off the paint 
is chalking. 


isn’t chalking. By the way, don’t 
use a chalking type paint on 
window and door trim because 
when it starts to chalk it will 
wash down over the painted 
walls and discolor them. 

Sprinkle a thin coating of 
very fine bread crumbs over the 
dry pie pan before fitting rolled 
pastry in the pan. Pie cuts and 
lifts out in nicely shaped serv- 
ings.

and subsidiaries,” she _ says, 
“they are recognizing the haz- 
ards involved in using either 
the executive who knows a 
smattering of a foreign lan- 
guage, or the translator who is 
fluent in social gatherings but 
confused and lost in technical 
meetings, to interpret a business 
conferences. Linguistics is both 
an art and a science. Only per- 
sons having a thorough aca- 
demic education, a specialized 
training in languages and a 
generally high cultural level 
are fully equipped to accurately 
convey complex thoughts, sub- 
tle shades of meaning and high- 
ly technical material.” 

When Mrs. Manrique started 
offering simultaneous interpre- 
tation—similar to that used at 
the United Nations—to Amer- 
ican companies for conferences 
and tours, her business boomed. 
Business men were quick to 
appreciate that simultaneous 
interpretation eliminates the 
chance of possible misinterpre- 
tation, since the linguist need 
not memorize any part of a 
speech but translates simulta- 
neously as the speaker talks. 

I.V.C. receives its greatest 
number of calls for Spanish 
and Portuguese interpreting 
and translating work. Next 
busiest are its Italian, German 
and French experts. 

“Germans,” observes Mrs. 
Manrique, “are confirmed tour- 
ists with a strong curiosity about 


all phases of Americana. Dur-

ing a recent tour with five Ger- 
man armaments and explosives 
experts, LV.C, interpreters 
spent almost as much time tak- 
ing the Germans to see Niagara 
Falls and the country around 
each plant as was spent inside 
the plants themselves. But 
while Germans travel alene, in 
the winter the South American 
business man will often bring 
his whole family on the chance 
that they might see their first 
snow. For this reason, we are 
often called not only to furnish 
interpreters for the husband's 
business needs, but other inter- 
preters to escort wives and fam- 
ilies on shopping and sightsee- 


ing tours.” 
A trade associations expecting 

a foreign visitor often hire 
L.V.C. to “nursemaid” the visi- 
tor from the time of his arrival 
until his departure. I.V.C. han- 
dies all the details, including 
meeting htm at the airport or 
pier, making hotel reservations, 
providing him with a guide and 
interpreter and arranging busi- 
ness appointments and sightsee- 
ing tours. 

“Our interpreters must know 
more than a foreign language,” 
Mrs. Manrique insists. “Each 
much be competent in some spe- 
cialized field such as medicine, 
engineering, electronics or law. 
No matter what the field of the 
foreign expert, we have an in- 
terpreter also expert in that 
field.”

“Just the simple difference 
between the European custom 
of writing day/month/year and 
the American interpretation 
reading month/day/year has 
been responsible for firms los- 
ing valuable foreign customers 
because shipments are not made 
on the date requested,” Mrs, 
Manrique explained. 


“Then there's sometimes the 
little matter of polite form. 
‘Strictly business’ letter to Ger- 
man firms are entirely in order, 
but the South American busi- 
ness man looks upon his @€or- 
respondent as ill-mannered if 
the letter received is not pri- 
marily social, discussing the 
weather, the health of the fam- 
ily and only incidentally the 
1000-ton shipment valued at 
$10,000,000.” 

Among the free lance lin- 
guists in the I1.V.C. pool are 
physicians, businessmen, engi- 
neers, housewives, lawyers and 
students. One I.V.C. interpreter 
on the regular staff speaks 15 
languages. 

“I rarely have time to go out 
on an interpreting job myself 
any more,” the slim, attractive 
head of I.V.C. concluded. “I'm 
not really a linguist anyway. I 
only speak six languages. To 
call yourself a linguist, you 
should speak at least 12 lan- 
guages——fluently.”

Geoff was gadget happy in 
his recommended bidding for 
this one. To avoid any compli- 
cations such as an adverse open- 
ing bid to spoil his fun, East 
was made dealer by .acclama- 
tion. East, sayeth Geoff, has an 
automatic five spade—not one, 
not two, not four, not six, but 
five spade—opening bid, It’s a 
delightful foolproof perfect 
convention and if you live as 
long as Methuselah and play 
bridge with approximately the 
same alarming frequency as we 
do, the opportunity to use the 
bid may well arise. Oh, yes, it's 
very logical—perhaps insanely 
so. Partner raises an opening 
five spade bid to six with either 
the ace or king of trumps— 
with both he bids seven. Noth- 
ing else qualifies for a raise— 
not even two outside suit aces, 
as the opening five spade bid- 
der must—obviously—be void 
in those suits. 

Well, as Geoff says, East 
opens with five spades and 
West, with the spade king, duti- 
fully bids six. 

The play as suggested, recom- 
mended and ordained by Geoff 
to be employed by the potential 
Phi Betas is—kidding aside— 
sound and interesting. 

The opening heart lead is 
won by declarer’s ace. Two 
rounds of diamonds are a must 
—if the second is ruffed the 
hand can’t be made anyway— 
and a low diamond is trumped 
with dummy’s spade five which 
as we can see is high enough 
to hold the trick. The diamonds 
are now all good, but if declarer 
now goes after trumps, South, 
after winning the ace, will give 
his partner a diamond ruff to 
set the hand. So declarer, un- 
less he’s only a freshman, should 
return to his hand by ruffing 
something and trump a fourth 
round of diamonds with dum- 
my's spade king. Now the ruff 
possibility is effectively elimi- 
nated and the only loser is the 
trump ace.

Hot Food 


UTHORITIES on food insist 
A tat hot dishes should be 

eaten when they 4are really 
hot. Under idcal conditions the 
food should arrive on the table 
from the kitchen just as the 
diners stand poised ready to 
take their seats. 


That means that 15 minutes 
before a meal nobody can de- 
cide to take a bath. It means 
that a telephone call cannot be 
made, no matter how impor- 
tant; and that a telephone call 
received cannot be allowed to 
go on indefinitely. It must be 
cut short the instant a cry 
comes from the kitchen that 
the food is ready to go on the 
table. 


Anything, in fact, that will 
cause a moment's delay in the 
march to the table must be 
abandoned, gvhether it be tak- 
ing a splinter out of a finger 
or a speck out of any eye, going 
to get a handkerchief, tying a 
shoe or sharpening a pencil. 

In short, once the warning 
has been given that the food 
will be ready in a few minutes 
all members of the family must 
stop in their tracks and remain 
in suspended animation, pre- 
pared to spring to their chairs 
the moment the final word is 
given. : 


Then and only then will the 
cook be denied the opportunty 
to complain that there is no 
use taking trouble over the 
preparation of food or trying 
out new dishes because the 
family cannot be made to eat 
them while they are hot. 

Yet, when the ideal is 
achieved, there is no guarantee 
that those who eat the food 
will not burn their tongues. Hot 
food may be fine, but it is 
much less trouble to eat it cold.
